Fourteen cases of typhoid fever 
25X1 A occured among construction workers in early J&nuary» Those vorkers' who con- 
fracted this desease were sent to Templin* The new constructíon supervisor , 
Harr von Koeder (fnu), who was assigned to the jdb after Iíerr Scheddin was 
arrested attexnpted to raise the output quota for constructlon workers. Con- 
sequently many of ths workers , ábove all c&rpenters and briek layers,- left 
■thair job and went to work on Ruegen Isla-nd» where higher wages were paid»

7* Ir í early January, source cbserveá that the western boundary of the airfield 
ran through forest district Lo 197. horth of this f-jrest district the alr- 
field area extended about 2CC meters beyond Kaisergestell into .forest 
district Ko 222* The eastern boundary of the airfield ullegedly ran thrcugh 
forest distriet Ko 1^5, The north'westorn corner cf the airfield was on 
the Grune wal d - Vi e tna n n 3 d o r f road. Kost of tlie airfield area was cleared 
of trees and tree stuarps. Clearing ijork still contimied between Kaiser- 
gestell and the northern border 'of the airfíeld. 

B ,, The section of the airfield west of the Vie tnannsd orf -Gr o p> s 'Doelln road 
ms leveled. The hux us layer was n:oved by iceans cf a narrow-gauge rail- 
road line to three points on the northern border of the aírfield. jsíxcuva- 
ticn work for the con3truction of a runway had been started in the western 
portion of the area.

9, After 5 January, no new workers- were. híred fcr construction work at'the 
field. Work was being done in three shifts, The western portion of the 
field where excavatíon work was being done was lighted at night. Qnly 
one shift was being done at the construction site vhere the bárracks in- 
stallation and single-story temporary buildings were being erected. 

10. The approaches to t'he airfield were guarded by Soviet aentries. Patrols 
were seen also outside of the barbed-wlre fence whlch surrounded the 
fiald* Source did not knovr that the wooded urea outside of this fenee 
was off limits to Germ&nd. 

11.. On the west side of the airfleld, the spur traek extended about 5Q meters 
south of Puettgestell toward the Viétmannsiorf-Gross 'Ooelln road. About 
1C0 meters west of this road a second traek branched off to the north* 

This track rr.ade a curve toward the east and then extended as far as the 
concrete mixing point. Work cn the extension of the southern track toward 
the east-had been started in carly January. Most of the raíls sent to 
Vogelsang railroad stataon for utilization on the railroad line were used 
material.
